30 (Rs 7-8-0 
in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or Scheduled Tribes) will however be made to 
candidates who are not admitted to the examination by 
the Commission. A refund of Rs. 30 (Rs 7-8-0 in the 
case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or 
Scheduled Tribes) will also be made to those candidates 
who secure 30 per cent, or more marks in the aggregate 
of the written examination. 

Note 3. The Commission may at their discretion remit 
the prescribed fee where they are satisfied that the 
applicant is a bona §de displaced person from Pakistan 
and is not in a position to pay the fee. 

Note 4. Boys of the K.G.M. Colleges, whose applica- 
tions are forwarded by the Principals with the 
recommendation that applicants may be expected to 
secure at least 30 per cent, of the aggregate marks of the 
written papers are not required to pay any fee. 

6. Candidates accepted for admission to the examina- 
tion will be informed of the date, time and place of the 
examination m due course.
